The previous office action mailed 4/19/06 is hereby vacated as it was based on 
cancelled claims. 

Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 17 is 
grammatically incorrect "is automatically an operating period on basis. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gehlot 

'277. 

The patent to Gehlot discloses a method for operating a driver information 
system 60 that sensors 48 for inputting operating data as well input ports 54 and 56 that 
can receive driver profile data as recited in column 4, lines 60-67. In regard to claim 12, 
figure 2 shows that a selection is made by device 60 as to the type of information output 
to the driver on the right side of the control block. In regard to claims 13 and 14, note 
the input 54 of figure 2. In regard to claims 15-16 note column 7, lines 45-54. The driver 
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information from the license would inherently include weight and eyesight information. In 
regard to claims 17-29, see column 6, lines 5-60.
